BERLIN, March 9-—Adolf Hitler 
will speak at noon tomorrow or 
4 a.m. M:S.T., at a “Heroes’ Me- 
morial Day” ceremony at the 
Berlin armory museum. Mean- 
while, Joachim von Ribbentrop, 
Hitler's foreign minister, left for 
Rome to confer with Italian lead- 
ers. 

Ribbentrop, with his personal 
staff, left for Rome by train and 
was due in Rome late tomorrow. At 
noon it was announced that Hitler 
would speak at the Memorial cere- 
mony. 

It was believed that he might 
make a declaration of world im- 
portance on European problems, 
centering on the Russo-Finnish 
mediation negotiations, though at 
previous meetings speeches had | 
been restricted to honoring the | 
dead and paying tribute to the 
strength of the German army.

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Three in Five Are Now Voters 


The enumerator’s lists show 56,969 
persons are entitled to vote in Edmonton | 
at the provincial elections, a gain of 7,757 
since the lists were made up for the elec- 
tions in 1935. The population of the city 
is around the 90,000 mark. Well over half, 
and fairly close to two-thirds, of all the 
people in the city are of voting age, 
children of all ages included in the count. | 
More and more Edmonton is losing the 
characteristic it once had of a community | 
of young people, with children forming a 
high percentage of the population. The 
ratio suggested by the enumerator’s lists 
must correspond with the proportion of 
voters to total population in one of the 
older cities of the eastern provinces. 
This change in the population make- | 
up has important bearing on quite a num- 
ber of public questions; ranging from how 
many schools we shal] need ten years | 
hence, to what proportion of the city’s 
residents are now beyond the age at which 
regular employment can be obtained. 


A Remarkable Maiden Voyage 


Sending the Queen Elizabeth across 
the submarine-infested Atlantic was a 
daring exploit, only made possible by good 
seamanship, and, undoubtedly, a measure 
of good luck. 

The reason for sending it across was

Allies Must’Treat All Alike 


One day British warships gathered in 
eight vessels freighted with German coal 
for Italy, and caught six the néxt day. 
Dock room and handling facilities seem 
likely to be at a premium at British ports 
convenient for examining these contra- 
band carriers. 

Germany it is evident was doing a 
prosperous business in the coal trade with 
its axis partner, or late partner as the 
case may be; sending coal to Italy by sea 
with kind consent of the Allies, and get- 
ting paid in Italian munitions and other 
goods shipped over the Brenner Pass. It 
was a good game while it lasted, and Ber- 
lin’s fury over the refusal of London and 
Paris to let it go on can be understood. 

The number of coal ships intercepted is 
proof that the trade was in itself too 
valuable to the enemy to be allowed to 
continue. But the still more serious mat- 
ter is that if the Allies let Germany trade 
with Italy they could not in justice refuse 
to let every other neutral country obtain 
German exports without hindrance. The 
effectiveness of the blockade of German 
exports would have been under-mined if 
these coal exports to Italy had been al- 
lowed to continue. 

Other neutral countries could in that 
case say With truth that they were being 
discriminated against. They have in fact 
some ground on which to complain that 
they have been unfairly treated in past 
weeks, because while German export car- 
goes to them were seized, cargoes of Ger- 
man coal destined to one neutral country 
were allowed to pass without interference. 
To that complaint no satisfactory an- 
swer can be given. 


Up to Friday morning 225 candidates 
had been chosen to contest the two 
elections which are now engaging, or di- 
verting, the attention of people in Alberta.
